Parents lead protest 
of classes at college

Angry Romulus parents, 
who are frightened about hav- 
ing their junior high school 
children attending classes half 
a day at the Wayne County 
Community College Western 
Campus next fall, are solicit- 
ing signatures to prevent the 
move.

Do voters in Romulus want 
to pay to bus students to 
classes located in schools 
other than their neighborhood 
schools?

Charging that the recent 
purchase of fax machines for 
Romulus Community School 
Board members, “in these dif- 
ficult times... is very irrespons- 
ible,” school board candidate 
Donna Lindquist-Capron 
kicked off her campaign for 
one of two school board seats 
this week. 

Lindquist-Capron also 
struck out at what she believes 
are unnecessary purchases 
and expenditures made by the 
board as a display of “insen- 
sitivity” to the economic needs 
of the community. 

She said she will explain 
fully her stance on such pur- 
chases and expenditures in 
coming weeks. 

The former Illinois resi- 
dent, who moved to Romulus 
in August 1991, said if elected 
to one of the two board seats 
this June, she would not par 
ticipate in and will greatly dis 
courage misdirected 
expenditures. 

In addition, Lindquist- 
Capron said she feels the three 
key issues that need attention 
are resolving the teacher con 
tract issue, getting a handle on 
school board expenses and 
widening the range of view

points on the school board. 

“The makeup of the board 
in no way accurately repre- 
sents its constituency,” she 
said. 

Having two children in the 
school district will make her 
more conscious of decisions 
she would make, as she would 
then have to live personally 
with her own decisions. 

Lindquist-Capron also com- 
plained about the lack of dis- 
cussion by board members 
even when there wasn't even a 
unanimous vote. 

Before taking out petitions 
for the school board race, she 
and her husband scoured 
months of official minutes of 
school board meetings. 

Because of the complexity 
of the issues and the past re- 
cord of poor voter turnouts for 


school board elections, 
Lindquist-Capron is asking 
that at least two or three candi- 
dates nights be scheduled to 
give the public a great deal of 
exposure to the candidates 
and the issues. 

She faces incumbents Ken 
neth Berlinn and Pat Patter- 
son and challengers Debra 
Hoffman and Pauline Calhoun 
in the June 8 election. 

Lindquist-Capron, 34, who 
currently lists her occupation 
as a homemaker, is the wife of 
David Capron. They are the 
parents of three children: 
Melissa, 12; Eric, 10; and Har- 
rison, 7 months. 

She has earned an associ- 
ates degree in Business Ad- 
ministration at Wright College 
in Illinois and she has an ex- 
tensive background in ac- 
counting and in computer 
hardware and software. 

She feels she is highly quali- 
fied to seek a school board 
seat here because of her ex- 
tensive career in accounting 
and computer work. 

Lindquist-Capron said she 
worked for a Chicago law firm 
and handled a monthly budget 
totaling more than $350,000. In 
addition, she also played a ma- 
jor role in the selection and 
implementation of the 
computer automation system 
installed at the firm and taught 
and designed computer aided 
instruction classes for chi 1 
dren at the City Colleges of 
Chicago 

She thinks she could add to 
the software program cur- 


rently used in the school dis- 
trict. 

“I would like to be a catalyst 
for greater parental involve- 
ment,” she said. 

Lindquist-Capron said she 
commends the district work 
with the below average 
student-but feels that it does 
not deal adequately with the 
above average student (the 
group she calls Romulus’ ace 
in the hole).

GM defends building plant in Mexico

In response to a letter he re- 
ceived from Congressman 
William D. Ford and Sen. Don 
Riegle, General Motors Chair- 
man Robert Stempel defended 
the construction of a new $400 
million dollar plant the com- 
pany wants to build in Mexico. 

“Your letter raised ques- 
tions about our plans to invest 
in Mexico,” Stempel said in a 
letter to Ford. “GM de Mexico 
has been number one in com- 
mercial truck sales for five 
consecutive years, and the 
Mexican market is growing. 

“In 1991, GM de Mexico pro- 
duced 66,850 commercial vehi- 
cles for the Mexican market,” 
Stempel said in the letter. “In 
order to maintain our compet- 
itiveness in that market while 
being responsive to the coun- 
try’s serious concern about 
Mexico City’s environmental 
problems, GM made the deci- 


sion to relocate the facility out- 
side the Mexico City valley.” 

Neither Ford nor Riegle 
had prepared a response to 
Stempel's letter by Tuesday 
morning. Ford was expected to 
respond later this week, ac- 
cording to Sally Budd, a Ford 
aid at his office in Washington 
D.C. 

Ford and Riegle sent a let- 
ter to Stempel more than two 
weeks ago urging him to con- 
sider moving the Mexican 
truck plant production to the 
Arlington, Texas manufactur- 
ing plant and then consolidate 
the present Arlington plant 
production at the existing Wil- 
low Run Assembly Plant 

“Given the serious and 
widely publicized financial 
pressures now affecting GM we 
would like to urge GM to give 
serious consideration to an al- 
ternative plan that can avoid 
this $400 million investment in 
a new Mexico plant,” Riegle 
and Ford wrote in their letter 


to Stempel. 

Ford and Riegle also indi- 
cated that this move could 
help strengthen the present 
condition of the economy. 

“A decision of this kind 
would add strength to the 
American economy- and avoid 
the severe damage to the Mich- 
igan economy posed by the 
proposed Willow Run plant 
closing and the other an- 
nounced Michigan GM reduc- 
tions,” they said in their letter. 

Stempel defended the GM 
commitment to Michigan. 

“Michigan is our world 
headquarters,” Stempel said 
in his letter. “The majority of 
our technical and scientific re- 
sources are in Michigan. GM’s 
employment in Michigan in 
1991 averaged 165,000 with 
payrolls of about $7.8 billion. 

‘‘In addition, our 
subsidiaries-EDS, GMAC and 
Saturn-employed an average 
of 19,000 with payrolls of $726 
million,” Stempel said in his

C’mon summer

The public will be given a 
chance to voice their views on 
the upcoming $10,084,000 city 
budget at 7 p.m. May 11. 

Assistant Finance Director 
Debra Hoffman said, “We feel 
we have chopped all we can 
from the upcoming budget- 
cutting more than $1.4 million 
from various city department 
requests.” 

Romulus city council mem- 
bers will begin public budget 
workshops at 5:30 p.m. April 27 
and at 6 p.m. May 4. 

Hoffman expects little 
change in the 1992-93 proposed 
budget from the council, but 
the budget will be examined 
line item by line item during 
those two sessions. 

About one third of the bud- 
get is composed of police de- 
partment costs, but veteran 
Councilman Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry defends those costs. “De- 
spite the high cost, Police 


Chief Fred Dansby has a re- 
cord of keeping the crime rate 
low...and we can’t fault that,” 
Raspberry said. 

He also said that since Do- 
navan McGuire has taken con- 
trol of the finance department 
there have been few council 
outcrys at budget setting time. 
“He provides us with a profes- 
sional statistical base to work 
from and gives a quality pre- 
sentation,” Raspberry said. 

Hoffman said the recent 
hike in various outdated city 
license fees won’t have an im- 
pact on city finances for at 
least six to nine months. 

Council members were in- 
formed this winter by City 
Clerk Linda Choate that many 
of the city license fees were as 
low as $5, while the costs to 
investigate and prepare a li- 
cense most times went above 
$ 100 . 

Choate and her staff exam 
ined all city license and bond 
ing levels for various items 
(such as apartment rentals and 
meat and produce markets) 


and compared them with sur- 
rounding cities. 

The license and bonding 
rates were hiked April 13 and 
will be felt as various licenses 
expire and need to be re- 
newed. 

The biggest cuts in the bud- 
get requests were from the po- 
lice department, trimmed 
$359,000; the city election unit, 
slashed $200,118; the buildings 
and grounds office, cut 
$183,274 and the recreation de- 
partment, scaled back by 
$93,484. 

The election unit cut was 
listed basically as the post- 
ponement of purchasing new 
ballot equipment, while most 
of the others dealt with not fill- 
ing vacant personnel positions 
(such as a deputy police chief), 
delaying construction repair 
jobs and not updating city ve- 
hicles. 

McGuire has recommended 
that the city keep a $500,000 
contingency fund, so that Ro- 
mulus bond rating is not im- 
pacted negatively. 


Officials confirm some racial problems

Feelings of racial separa- 
tion expressed in Detroit me- 
dia are not carrying over into 
the Romulus area at this time, 
Romulus school and city offi- 
cials reported this week. 

The growing feeling of ra- 
cial unity pressed in the 1960 s 
and 1970's by many Blacks and 
whites was interrupted when 
conservative President Ronald 
Reagan was elected in 1980, 
most of the officials stated. 

Recent published accounts 
of racial disharmony at Olivet 
College and speeches by Black 
Muslim leader Louis Far- 
rakhan at Michigan State Uni- 
versity in East Lansing have 
received strong press coverage 
in recent weeks. 

Economic hardships faced 
by both Blacks and whites may 
raise some tempers within lo 
cal schools and neighbor 
hoods, but to date they are not 
creating alarm. 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp 
berry (who served as a Ro 


mulus police officer back in 
the late 1950’s) said he has 
lived in Romulus for 48 49 
years and feels that even 
though the city has only two 
Black police officers at the 
present time, “the racial envi- 
ronment is very' fair.” 

“Once police could strong- 
arm people, but protests and 
lawsuits have curtailed much 
of that action here. Raspberry' 
said. 

“I’m keeping my fingers 
crossed and I keep knocking 
on wood, but I feel in most 
cases a Black gets a fair hear- 
ing with local police and 
judges here today, he contin- 
ued. 

“I haven't heard or seen any 
racial animosity here lately,” 
Raspberry said. “We have var- 
ious low level dope people 
here" (compared to Detroit 
where many arug kingpins are 
battling it out and small chil 
dren are falling victims.) 

* We have to give a lot of the 
credit to our current Police 
Chief Fred Dansby). He told 
me in a private conversation 


recently that he plans to place 
police officers on foot in some 
of Romulus' major crime spots 
soon.” 

Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Terry LeCesne 
said while 30 percent of the 
Romulus Senior High School 
students are Black, there are 
little or no racial problems 
there. 

“Most of the conflicts we 
have are of girl friend (or boy 
friend) variety' or stem from a 
neighborhood party. Thus we 
worry’ about long weekend ab- 
sences or vacations, where out- 
side problems can spill over 
into the school time.” he said. 

But at least in recent 
months. Dr. LeCesne said, 
“most of the physical problems 
have been whites against 
whites and Blacks against 
Blacks.” 

But, LeCesne warns, “we 
cannot be immune to what is 
happening nationally.” 

LeCesne said the national, 
regional and local press has a 
great responsibility not to en 
flame the issue, particularly if 
it grows this summer. 


letter. “Since 1980, GM has in- 
vested more than $27 billion in 
Michigan, an average of more 
than $2 billion a year.

Teacher contract 
session awaited

The chance of a settled 
teachers contract in the Ro- 
mulus school district before 
the end of the school year will 
be determined by what occurs 
at a negotiation session 
planned for next month. 

The teachers have been 
working without a contract for 
alcmost four years. 

A mediator has been added 
to recent negotiating sessions 
and reportedly two major is- 
sues remain on the table.

• A new insurance program 
that reportedly could save the 
district thousands of dollars. 

• Adjustments to the school 
calendar to accommodate the 
new technology program ap- 
proved by voters in a past ref- 
erendum. 

Teachers in the district 
have been picketing the school 


administration building prior 
to recent school board meet- 
ings. 

One or more teachers have 
asked that negotiations con- 
tinue moving forward to elimi- 
nate a growing wall between 
educators and the administra- 
tion. 

The issue is expected to re- 
main popular throughout the 
upcoming school board race. 

Dr. Terrel LeCesne, assis- 
tant school superintendent for 
administrative services, said, 
“A glimmer of hope arose at 
the last negotiation session 
that showed both sides moving 
toward agreement 

“Ak long as we keep talk- 
ing.. .tne chance of settling the 
contract before the school year 
is over grows,” he said. 

In addition to the two major 
issues, LeCesne said, nu- 
merous language issues re- 
main unsettled.

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Spring begins 
tornado season

While balmy, spring breezes 
are welcomed by winter-weary 
Michigan residents, the arrival 
of spring also heralds the start 
of the tornado season. 

"At the same time that we 
are welcoming spring, we must 
be prepared for the tornado 
season and take precautions to 
minimize the possible risks as- 
sociated with tornadoes,” said 
Van Buren Township Public 
Safety Director Mark Perkins. 

"Residents should be aware 
that most tornadoes occur in 
the months of April through 
July. Most tornadoes occur 
during the mid-afternoon or 
early-evening period, but they 
can occur at any time of the 
day," Perkins said. 

“Twenty-five tornadoes 
were reported in Wayne 
County between 1950 and 1991. 
Only Lenawee County with 27 
tornado reports and Genesee 
County with 26 have recorded 
higher totals in the state,” 
Perkins said. "A tornado is na- 
ture’s most violent storm. Se- 
vere damage can be done by 
winds of 100 to 200 miles per 
hour and by the hail that often 
accompanies it. Injuries and 
deaths also can result from fly- 
ing debris resulting from the 
high winds.” 

The public safety director 
said residents should become 
aware of the differences bet- ; 
ween a tornado watch and a 
tornado warning and the steps 
to take when one or the other 
is announced. 

"When a tornado watch is 
announced, it means that con- 
ditions are right for the devel- 
opment of a tornado. At this 
time, residents should stay 
tuned to a local radio or televi- 
sion station for further an- 
nouncements and gather a 
first aid kit, flashlight and a 
portable radio plus additional 
batteries,” Perkins said. “A 
tornado warning means that a 
tornado has actually been 
sighted nearby. When a warn- 
ing is announced, residents 
should seek shelter imme- 
diately either in a basement or 
in a small room or closet on 
the lowest floor.”

Tornadoes generally de 
velop from severe thunder 
storms, according to the 
Michigan Committee for Se- 
vere Weather Awareness. 
Twisters are more likely to oc- 
cur when there is unseasona- 
bly warm and humid air on the 
surface of the earth and cold 
air at middle atmospheric 
levels and strong upper-level 
jet stream winds. 

In 1991, 29 tornadoes which 
caused damages of approx- 
imately $51 million were re- 
ported in Michigan, according 
to the MCSWA. 

Public safety officials rec- 
ommend the following safety 
tips: 

• Have emergency supplies 
on hand during tornado sea- 
son. 

• Keep a battery-operate4 
radio, a flashlight and a supply 
of fresh batteries in a conve 
nient place. 

• Know the location of desig 
nated shelter areas in public 
facilities such as schools, pub 
lie buildings and shopping 
centers. 

• Be sure everyone in the 
household knows in advance 
where to go and what to do in 
the event of a tornado warning. 

• If a tornado threatens, stay 
away from doors, windows and 
outside walls. Residents of mo- 
bile homes and drivers of vehi- 
cles should go immediately to 
a nearby shelter. 

• After a tornado strikes, in- 
spect property for damage, es- 
pecially check for gas leaks 
and electrical problems. Next, 
secure the property from fur- 
ther damage or theft and stay 
out off the damaged buildings 
until they are deemed safe.

Wayne Memorial graduate achieves longtime dream career

There may never be another actress who can talk as fast as Barbara 
Streisand with such finesse, however, Wayne Memorial High School graduate 
Sandy Birch comes pretty close. 

Birch, a dedicated actress, has been following her dream to make audi 
ences laugh and cry for more than a decade. Her charasmatic personality and 
willingness to learn from other professional actors provides her with the 
courage to continue auditioning even when a handful of doors close on job 
opportunities. 

Recently Birch was chosen for one of the lead roles in the new Jeff Daniels 
comedy play The Tropical Pickle at the Purple Rose Theatre in Chelsea. She 
was in Canada when her mother. Wayne resident Sharon Popek, learned 
about the auditions and called her daughter. 

“I had just finished a show, and I was in the middle of moving from Toronto 
to Vancouver/’ Birch said. “My mom kept sending me clippings and informa- 
tion about the Purple Rose Theatre. My mom cut out an ad for an audition, 
and I thought ‘Can’t resist an audition, I gotta go.’ “ 

Birch was among hundreds of local actors and actresses trying out for the 
various roles. Four call backs later, she was given the role of Peggy, the wife of 
a plant manager of a company. 

“I was so thrilled I got the part,” Birch said. “Jeff Daniels cast me himself. I 
made him laugh. He was sitting there and kept laughing.” 

The Tropical Ptckel is a fast-paced spoof of office politics and a disastrous 
dinner party for the new president of the Shankelferd Pickel Co. Bob Lee, 
plant manager of the company, will do anything to win a promotion and an all- 
expense paid trip to the Annual Condiment Convention in Miami. 

The life of an actress is not an easy one, and Birch began learning this 
lesson from her junior high school teachers. 

“I danced since I was five,” Birch said. “When I was at Franklin Junior 
High School, Adele Price and Andrienne Klemme really helped me with my 
acting. I owe everything to those two women.” 

Birch always had a passion for acting, even as a child. 

“It ? s an attention thing I'm sure of it,” Birch said. “It’s probably because I’m 
the middle child lost in the sauce. My dad will definitely agree with that” 

Birch was very upfront about the difficulties of being an actress, and she 
intends to help others focus on the realities of show business. 

“I was comtemplating, if I could go back to Central Michigan University 
and teach actors one class, I would teach a class on what the realities of show 
business are,” Birch said. “I think I’m going to go back to school and maybe 
get my teaching degree because it is tough between shows.” 

After Birch graduated from Wayne Memorial in 1979, she attended Central 
Michigan University. While taking classes at Central, she obtained an appren- 
ticeship at the Star Theatre in Flint. 

“It was a place where you did everything, and you learned from the bottom 
up,” Birch said. “You learn respect for people that work behind the scenes. I 
learned if you’re not nice to your crew, somehow the set falls down.” 

During her apprenticeship, Birch met her husband, a Canadian. 

“He was in a mime company with an international company, and I was 
teaching a workshop at Michigan State University.” Birch said. “He was 
teaching, and I walked into his room one day and that was it. I was on my way 
to Canada which I thought was Windsor. Four days later, I was in Calgary, 
Alberta.” 

Birch, unfortunately, parted ways with her husband which she said was 
due to the nature of two people in the same business. 

“I decided to stay in Canada because I became professional there,” Birch 
said. “The first shows I did were in Calgary, and I became a union pro up 
there.” 

Her very first show in Calgary was an Agatha Christie production. 

“I played a British girl,” Birch said. “The biggest problem that I’ve had in 
Canada was my American accent. I put on a British accent, and one day a 
couple of old ladies came back stage and asked me what part of England I was 
from. I was like, ‘I'm from Motown/ “ 

Birch has worked alongside some very famous actors and actresses includ- 
ing David Doyle in the Neil Simon production Rumors and Eddie Mekka in 
the play It Had To Be You. 

“My favorite work experiences would have to be working at Expo and the 
Olympic Arts Festival in Calgary,” Birch said. 

Birch has made her home in Canada, and as she moves to Vancouver, she 
hopes to find a serious acting role which will challenge her in a different way. 

“I know there is a whole other side of me,” Birch said. “I want to do 
something that has a little more meat.”

A matter of 
life or death 

Recently, pollutants were again discovered in the sec- 
tion of the Rouge River which winds through Inkster and 
subsequently, through nearly all the communities we 
serve. 

This is the second incident of this nature in a very short 
amount of time, and while the first discovery was a trag- 
edy, this second one is a catastrophe. But, to date, it seems 
to have been treated with almost a cavalier attitude by 
those charged and empowered to correct the situation. 

Where is the hue and cry? Where is the outrage of those 
affected by this fouling of a river which meanders through 
our communities and so close to our homes? Frankly, we 
do not understand all this calm reasoning in a matter 
which is so crucial to the health of so many people. 

It is true that the city in which this latest pollution was 
discovered has many other problems-but is there a munic- 
ipality that does not? True, it is the responsibility of the 
state Department of Natural Resources to identify the pol- 
lutant and attempt to discover the cause of such a threat to 
the area. 

Officials and residents in Inkster are demanding action 
and answers, but they seem to be remarkably alone in 
their battle to save the Rouge. 

We wonder, where are the individuals who participated 
in the Rouge Cleanup effort who worked for so many hours 
pulling debris from the river banks and the water? Where 
are the activists who have long been fighting the battle to 
preserve the waters of the Rouge? 

We simply do not understand all this quiet. 

Was all this environmental concern merely a fad of the 
moment? Was there no real conviction in this massive 
effort and these agonizing and back wrenching hours of 
hard physical labor to clean up this river which is part of 
the lifeblood of our area? 

Will officials in the City of Inkster be left alone to take 
whatever action possible to ensure that this does not hap- 
pen again? Will the cause of this pollution be found and 
can the effects be corrected? While many may think that 
this is an isolated incident and unremarkable, we suggest 
that Canton Township, Wayne and Westland pay attention 
to the actions taken or not taken in this incident. 

We urge them to take the strongest measures available 
to them to see that this situation is corrected and that 
there is no repetition whatsoever of such a threat to our 
health and our future. 

This truly is a matter of life and death-and of the future 
of our communities. 

No time 
for goodbye 

We feel a bit like Mark Twain in that the rumors of our 
demise have been somewhat exaggerated. 

It has come to our attention that somewhere in the City 
of Romulus a snide bit of gossip entertaining a few less- 
than-knowlegeable people indicates that we plan on leav- 
ing that city and no longer producing The Romulus Roman. 

Nothing could be further from our minds. On this, the 
100th anniversary of the founding of The Romulus Roman, 
we have no intention of failing on our responsibility to the 
community and the nearly 4,000 people who depend on us 
for local news each week. 

We admit, it was a blow to us when the members of the 
city council chose to designate another newspaper as the 
legal publication of the city, particularly as we begin our 
second century of service. We were puzzled at the logic of 
using a newspaper which distributes only 600 or so copies 
as opposed to ours for disseminating information about 
city government to residents. 

But we did not and will not be leaving the city. We will 
. continue to serve our readers just as we have done in the 
past. The only change we are planning is to provide more 
coverage and more news to more people. 

It may have taken us 100 years or so, but we understand 
our job.

I did not see the caricature 
of Sylvia Kozorosky-Wiacek in 
the March 19-25 issue of the 
Westland Eagle.

strike with us. Thirty thousand 
employees who walked out the 
door together on March 3, 1989.

In the summer of 1 989 Sylvia 
Kozorosky-Wiacek crossed our 
picket lines and took the West- 
land seniors on a trip to Atlan- 
tic City on Continental 
Airlines. As a resident of West- 
land since before it was a city

asked her nicely not to cross 
our picket line, but support us, 
and cancel or reschedule the 
trip on another airline. Many 
of the seniors also requested a 
change because we were the 
aircraft mechanics, pilots, and 
flight attendants and they 
were concerned and afraid to 

fly. 

Sylvia told us “tough” and 
crossed our picket line. (She 
can’t deny it because our 
union has pictures of her do- 
ing so.). 

It is my opinion that Sylvia 
Kozorosky Wiacek is of low 
moral character. She has no 
conscience and her concern is 
only for herself. She’s a “scab” 
through and through. I’m sure 
the other Eastern striker/ 
residents of Westland agree 
100 percent with me Renown 
author Jack London called the 


scab “the lowest form of life on 
earth.”

Group continues 
effort to stop 
drunk driving 

To the editor: 

National Crime Victims 
Rights Week is held each year 
to focus the public’s attention 
on the area of victim rights. 
This year, Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD) will 
join with the National Organi- 
zation for Victims Assistance 
(NOVA) and 16 other national 
victim organizations in spon- 
soring Crime Victims Rights 
Week, April 26-May 2. The 
theme for 1992 is the “Road to 
Victim Justice.” 

In Michigan, we are further 
along this road to victim jus- 
tice because the Michigan 
Crime Victims Rights Act was 
guaranteed with the passage of 
a constitutional amendment in 
1988. But before we get too 
complacent or congratulatory, 
let me share with you a recent 
incident in one of our Michi- 
gan courtrooms-a sentencing 
was being conducted following 
a double fatal drunk driving 
crash in which a jury had con- 
victed a drunk driver of man- 
slaughter. The Crime Victims 
Rights Act provides the oppor- 
tunity for the victim or their 
family to make a victim impact 
statment. In this case, the two 
widows were interrupted by 
the judge and told to keep 
their statements short, and 
later he referred to their writ- 
ten statements as “junk”. The 
judge also continued his attack 
by stating that the right to 
make a victim impact state- 
ment was the work of “do- 
gooders” in the legislature. 
Fortunately, there are many 
more Michigan judges and 
prosecutors who are sensi- 
tive to the needs of victims 
and their families, and those 
numbers are growing. 

Again this year, the Ameri- 
can Forest Council and the 
American Association of Nurs 
erymen, along with MADD, are 
donating trees to be planted in 
remembrance of those vie 
timized in alcohol-related 
crashes. This will act as a re 
minder that more lives will 
blossom and grow as MADD 
continues to raise the public’s 
commitment to stop drunk 
driving. 


MADD chapters and Com- 
munity Action Teams through- 
out Michigan continue to offer 
support for victims and their 
families. Our victim advocacy 
workshops and Victim Impact 
Panels across the state are 
growing in number and their 
impact is on the increase. If 
you are in need of victim assis- 
tance, please call 
1-800323-6233 any weekday be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

Please voice your support of 
victims rights and help us to 
continue on the right road-to 
end the senseless crime of 
drinking and driving.

Westland John Glenn man- 
aged to shake the winter blues 
and warmed up to the 1992 
baseball campaign with their 
first victory last week.

Glenn bowlers sweep 2 titles 


Maybe the latest Michigan High School 
Bowling Championship will convince the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association 
that it’s time to recognize bowling as an offi- 
cial sport. 

Glenn coaches Jacquie Norton and Bob 
Lusk believe so. 

“I hope this fourth tournament will con- 
vince the (MHSSA) officials that it’s time for 
the state to sanction varsity bowling,” Norton 
said. “There are no reasons in my opinion 
not to.” 

Although the state has not officially sanc- 
tioned bowling and given it the status of 
other varsity sports, and unofficial state tour- 
nament and championships are conducted in 
both the boys and girls’ division.

Perot supporter collects signatures locally

A second H. Ross Perot for 
President signature-collection 
caper was found last week. 

Janice Tourangeau, a Be- 
lleville housewife and mother, 
reported she has been collect- 
ing signatures near the Wayne- 
Westland Federal Credit 
Union at 34646 Sims Road in 
Wayne, April 11, when two offi 
cials from the credit union 
asked her to cease her efforts. 

Tourangeau armed only 
with a clipboard to gather sig- 
natures and a sign stating “Put 
Ross Perot on the ballot” 
asked why she should leave 
the grassy spot between the 
sidewalk and roadway located 
near the credit union. 

She was told, “We don't 
want it to appear that the 
credit union endorses your ef- 
fort” 

Tourangeau, who is a mem- 
ber of the credit union, said 
she felt offended and checked 
with local police authorities 
and learned that she was well 
within her rights to stand 
there. 

She returned to the credit 
union office Thursday and 
spoke with Assistant Manager 
Debra Sheloski. 

When Tourangeau de- 
manded an apology, Sheloski 
explained, “We have a blanket 
policy of no solicitations on 
credit union property and 


maybe the persons involved 
over reacted because of that.” 

Sheloski said the “no solic- 
itation policy” obviously was 
at the center of the confusion. 
“I feel bad this incident hap- 
pened and personally apolo- 
gize on behalf of the credit 
union,” she said. 

Sheloski said she would 
check with her superior and 
offer a statement to the press 
Friday. 

“The credit union has a ma- 
jor obligation for security both 
inside and outside its offices 
and I wouldn't have it any 
other way, said Thelma Wright, 
chief executive officer for the 
credit union. 

“Our personnel didn't know 
what she (Tourangeau) was up 
to as she didn’t communicate 
with us prior to starting her ef- 
forts. It would have been much 
more considerate if she had,” 
Wright said. 

Wright concluded, “Proper 
communication would have 
placed us both in a win-win sit- 
uation.” 

Two weeks ago, Donna Col- 
lins another Perot supporter, 
faced a similar problem, when 
she was collecting signatures 
on the Belleville Post Office 
property. In thatcase, she re- 
searched the rules and found 
she needed to move to a right- 
of-way off Post Office property. 

In Tourangeau’s case, she 
was already in the right-of-way.
